Damage To Big Bear Grocery Store 


An early morning fire in the Elba 
Big Bear supermarket caused major 
damage to all the businesses in the 
strip, while putting the grocery store 
out of business for a while. 

Owner Waylon Adkinson dis- 
covered the fire when he arrived 
shortly after 3 a.m. and entered the 
building. He normally goes in at that 
time, checks equipment and 
readiness to open at 7 a.m. On 
Monday he was also preparing for a 
delivery at 4:30. 

He said he noticed some smoke 
when he entered the store, to the left 
rear, where a cluster of compressors 
operates coolers and freezers. When 
he found none of them was burned 
out, he returned to the front office 
and called the police for help to look 
for a possible fire. He then moved to 
other parts of the building, and as he 
reached a door leading to the back 
storage area, he noticed flames. 
Adkinson returned to the telehone 
and notified the police department 
that he definitely had a fire and 
needed the fire department. 

About this time the police car 
arrived, the policeman grabbed a fire 
extinguisher and followed 
Adkinson’s directions to where he 
had seen flames under the door. By 
the time Adkinson got there himself 
the police had seen the magnitude of 
the fire and told the owner it was too 
advanced for their hand-held 
extinguishers.

When an opinion was 
expressed in his presence that it 
might take five or six months, 
Adkinson said forcibly, ‘‘Oh no, it 
better not!’’ While he was still 
exploring options, he said late 
Tuesday that he was working to get 
the business back in operation within 
the shortest time possible, even if 
he, his family and staff had to work 
under less than perfect conditions.

Dr. Leon Davis, men’s athletic 
Director at University of Montevallo, 
will be inducted into the National 
Association of Intercollegiate 
Athlétics’ Hall of Fame March 19 at 
the national convention in Kansas 
City, MO. The Hall of Fame award 
is the association's highest honor. 

Davis will be inducted for 
meritorious service in NAIA 
administration. He served NAIA as 
national president in 1982-83 after 
being involved with the association 
since 1968. 

‘Leon Davis was our president 
during some of the years of greatest 
change in the NAIA,’’ executive 
director Harry Fritz said. ‘If anyone 
has exemplified meritorious service 
for our organization, it certainly has 
been Leon.’’ Davis was in office 
when the NAIA implemented 
women's basketball for member 
schools 

‘I'm very pleased and flattered 
to be able to join such a select 
group,’ Davis said after learning of 
his selection, ‘‘but the real gratifica- 
tion comes from having had the 
opportunity to serve I'm just 
honored and grateful to those who 
nominated me,’ he said 

Davis came to the University of 
Montevallo in 1963 as an assistant 
professor and was named as the 
school's first basketball coach the 
following year, a position he held for 
five years.
